‘Twas Done. 


“Willie, Can Marry You 


Right Away,” 


But Willie Was Not Then ‘ a 
Free Man. 


He Asked Her, but He Didn't Mean It Any 
More Than He Meani to Go to 
Europe at That 

Time.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The 
cross-examination of the plaintiff 
in the Pollard-Breckinridge case con- 
tinued this morning. It began with the 
identification, and reading of letters 
written by Miss Pollard to her pro- 
tector, Rhodes, in November, 1884, in 
which: she ‘asks him to make a special 
effort to get. money to pay her board, 
suggesting he might borrow it, and 
adding an invitation to come at a cer- 
tain’ hour to see her, saying they could 
be alone and have a pleasant.time. 

At the end of 1884 she wrote to him 
from Bridgeport, Ky. She wrote to 
him ‘asking. for money and signing, 
“yours with love.” In February, 1885, 
just before she was going away for the 
birth of her first child, she reproached 
him for not sending her money, and 
told him if he didnot bring it he need 
not. come to see her. .- | 

Among the letters were two dated 
New Orleans and postmarked Tooles- 
borough, Ky... The. witness admitted 
‘she “was ‘never In New Ofléans. She 
went on to say these démands for 
money were for the purpose of allay- 
ing Rhodes’s @uspicions; being in urgent 
need of money, it seemed, to present, 
good evidence that she had no other 
resource except what she got from him. 
Breckinridge planned it. He dictated 
the letters dated at New Orleans, and 
others: Some of them he wrote on ‘a 
typewriter when she was ill at the asy- 
lum, saying in explanation she was 


learning typewriting. Some of them. 
he wrote and dated ahead mailing them. 


on the cars. and elsewhere. . 


The explanation was resumed after 


the ‘noon. recess, Miss Pollard repre- 
senting that she had ‘deceived, -her 
mother. regarding the cause Of her ab- 
sence from ho ne when the letter to 
Rhodes was w and her first child 


was born. er to 
such questions, desta ed to bri 
the detaild of the deception e ploy 


by Miss Pollard. 

Judge Bradley said it did not seem 
‘to be material, and an exception was 
noted. Her mothet had not seen her 
in Cincinnati, but had known that she 
was not in New Orleans or Miésissippi. 
‘Miss Pollard continuing, said: “‘When 
‘it becamie necessary for me to go to 
the foundling asylum, it became neces- 
saty :to invent some ‘story account 
for my absence from home, Just what 
the story was, Col. Breckinridge could 
probably tell better than F, since he 
wrote the letter.” 

Questions as to her emplo ent in 
Washington brought replies that she 
had been in the Agricultural RL 
ment and Census Bureau, both of them 
having been secured by Breckinridge. 

“Did you ever represent t you 
wrote for the newspapers?” asked 
Butterworth.. 

“I did represent that I wrote for 
several. Mr. Breckinridge and I had 
‘to make up these deceptions to ac- 
count for ourselves because I was a 
young woman here under his protection 
with no _ visible means .of support. 
These things got to be almost a habit 
in after years.” 

“Then these deceits, or frauds, were 
practiced: by you and Col. Breckin- 
ridge to cover up your relations.” 
“Yes, and there was a great deal 
more.”’ 

**You visited houses of assignation to- 
gether in Washington?” 

‘We did up to May 17, 1893, after 
the secret marriage which is said to 
have taken place on the 
Aprii.”’ 

‘“‘Was there any conversation between 
you regarding that marriage?” 

“T asked him if it was possible that 
he was paying attentions to Mrs. 
Wing. I knew she was a worthy wo- 
man, and I knew she had stopped with 
him -twelve days and nights. Then he 
maligned her; maligned her in such 
terms that I could not believe he in- 
tended to marry her. He said he had 
been engaged to her when he was in 
the army but would never marry her.” 

“Did you stop with Col. Breckinridge 
at the Hoffman House, New York, reg- 
istering as his daughter?” 

“I did on May 17.” 

“Did you occupy a room next to 
his?’’ 

“Did you threaten to shoot him in 
that. room?” 

‘did.’’ 

Here for the first time during the 
case, Judge Wilson warmed up to the 
old-time fire which had been expected 
of him and eagerly anticipated. He 
faced Mr. Butterworth, putting to him 
question after question designed to 
bring out the fact of Col. Breckin- 
ridge’s marriage in New York. This 
marriage was admitted by Mr.. Butter- 
worth, who said it was not in the 
question. 

‘*Do you admit the secret marriage?” 
asked Wilson sternly. 

‘‘We admit the marriage—leave out 
the word ‘secret’—on April 29."’ 

“You do not deny that it was se- 
cret?”’ 

“That is immaterial.”’ 

“You do not deny your ieee in- 
structed Dr. Paxton to keep it secret?’ 

“That makes no difference so far as 
this shooting is concerned.” 

“Then it makes no difference if she 
had cut off her ears,” said Judge W')- 
son, triumphantly. He proceeded to 
argue that since the secret marriage 
Was admitted, it made no difference 
about any threats his client might have 
made after that marriage. The story 
of the attempt to shoot Col. Breckin- 
ridge in New York was then. told ' by 
Miss Pollard. The attempt occurred on 
the day following his secret marriage. 

“On Sunday night,"’ said Miss Pol- 
lard, “he came to te:l me, with a great 
flush of triumph, that a company had 
been formed, to include Mr. Whitney

I had found there was 
no private ne rl where he said there 
was one waiting for him. He acted so 
queer, too.’ 

Mr. Butterworth. Did he act as 
though he was in h!s right mind? 
Witness. As much so as he has 
every day since then. (Laughter.) 

Continuing, she said: ‘“‘He acted so 
queerly my suspicions were aroused. 
I am not surprise@ now, considering the 
position he was in. I was pregnant 
then. I said: ‘Are you going to keep 
your solemn promitse to marry me?

Miss Pollard raised her arm impres- 
sively, while every man in court leaned 
forward to catch her reply. 
it away from me,” she said, ‘‘on the 
ge day of May, with the vilest, vilest 

After the’ letter was written, ‘end 
before May 17, Miss Poilard continuet, 
Col. Breckinridge had sent her 
flowers, and had talked to her of their 
future married iife. Speaking of this 
meeting she said, pointing her finger 
directly at the white-haired Congress- 
man, sitting with his head bowed on 
his breast, and the eyes of the room 
full.of men full upon him: “I think I 
saw something near a look of pity on 
his face that day, more so than I had 
éver seen before. I think he had a 
eonscience that day, and was really 
sorry for what he had done.” 

“Did you and he ever have 
scenes before these unfortunate occur- 
rence: ?’’ asked Mr. Butterworth.

Mr. Butterworth then veered aroun 
his cross-questioning to the visits o 
Miss Pollard and Col. Breckinridge 
to the office of the Washington Chief 
of Police. Miss Poilard’s story of these 
visits differs, in minor detai!s, from 
the tale of Maj. Moore, and was in 
greater elaboration. She had gone to 
the house in Jefferson Place, where 
Mr. Breckinridge was stopping with 
Mrs. Wing. She strode into the room 
where they were, and both of them 
cowed behind the door. Reproducing 
the fmperative tone in which she had 
spoken, Miss Pollard continued: re 
said to him: ‘Come with me, will 
you?’”’ This recital evoked a shout of 
laughter. Col. Breckinridge had 
seated himself in a chair in Maj. 
Moore’s office, removed his’ hat, and, 
mopping his brow, broached the major 
with this introduction: “Major, this 
is one of the tragedies of life."’ Then 
he proceeded to announce: “There is 
@ probability this young woman will 
shoot me. e threatens to take my 
life.” Maj. Moore remonstrated that it 
could not be so. as Col. Breck- 
imridge had told him then; that he 
had been intimate with her, and that 
had remenstrated with him, sayi 
“Willie. why is it. necessary to te 
all these things?’” He had stepped over 
to her, to put his arm around her 
and to quiet her, and had then re- 
peated his remark to the chief: ‘‘Major, 
this. is one of the tragedies of life.”’ 

This characteristic remark repro- 
duced in the original manner, raised 
another laugh. After their second visit 
Col. Breckinridge had discovered the 
revolver she carried. , He had sug- 
gested that the major give it to her 
as a wedding present. She thought her 
recollection of these points should be 
more accurate than his because the 
interview had been of much greater im- 
portance to her. Then Mr. Butterworth 
turned. his questions to a direction de- 
signed to show Miss Pollard had held 
Col: Breckinridge under a reign of 


error. 

“Did he not generally come when she 
called?” he asked. She said on the 
contrary she had always obeyed his 
slightest wish because she had trusted 


him and loved him dearly through 
those nine years. 
Had not Col. Breckinridge often en- 


deavored to break off the relations 
with her? Mr. Butterworth asked; and 
had he not promised her $125 per month 
if she would go to Germany? All this 
she denied, declaring he had timpor- 
tuned her to stay by, protesting of his 
love which she wished the court could 
have heard. 

Mr. Butterworth asked if it had not 
always beeninher power to ruin Col. 
Breckinridge, to which she replied: “I 
had that power but-I never made a 
threat to him in my life. I never 
pressed a thumb-screw on him until 
he had it in his power to keep his 
promise and broke it.’ 

When she was asked the things Col. 
Breckinridge had said of Mrs. Wing, 
Miss Pollard refused to repeat them, 
saying that she would not talk that 
way of another woman. Again asked 
if he had suggested that they break 
their relations, she struck the witness- 
box with her open hand, exclaiming: 
“No, never, never; there was never 
such a word hinted on his part,” and 
she continued in a voice choked with 
sobs: “I gave up my babies for him 
because he insisted on it. He said that 
if I kept them they would surely be 
traced to him. A woman surely could 
not do more than give up her chil- 
dren. I laid my baby in its coffin 
because it needed a mother’s care 
which I was. not able to give it, be- 


cause he made me put it away from) 


me. 
it. 

The sentencegWwas not finished for 
Madeline Pollard’s head was bowed -on 
her arms on the witness-box, her 
slender form was shaking with great 
sobs and there was moisture in many 
eyes. No man in the courtroom broke 
the silence by a whisper until Mr. Wil- 
son suggested that the court should 
adjourn. Mr. Butterworth, speaking in 
a low tone, said he had but a few 
questions more, but perhaps they had 
better be asked in the morning. 

The voice of the cryer broke the 
solemnity of the scene, adjourning 
court. Col. Breckinridge turned around 
and smiled what was probably a forced 
smile, for he walked fromthe Court- 
house to the office of his lawyers with 
his head bent in a dejected way.

The text of the sugar sahiclinate as 
now agreed upon is as follows: All 
sugars, tank bottoms, syrufs of cane- 
juice or beet-juice, melada, concrete 
and concentrated melada and con- 
centrated molasses, testing by the 
polariscope not above 80 deg., shall 
pay a duty of 1 cent per pound, and for 
every additional degree or fraction of 
a degree above 80, and not above 90 
deg., as shown by the polariscope test. 
shall pay’ .01 of a cent per pound addi-

SHVENTY HOURS’ RAIN. 

LITTLE ROCK, March 20.—The sun 
shone for a few minutes this morn- 
ing for the first time since Sunday 
after raining continuously for seventy 
hours. The Arkansas River has risen 
nearly eight feet and threatens to pass 
the danger line. No trains have ar- 
rived or departed for twenty-four 
hours. 

A dispatch from Hot Springs says 
that the city is practically shut off 
from the outer world for the time be- 
ing. There has been no travel over 
the Hot Springs Railroad since yes- 
terday. The rain which has prevailed 
for the past four days has put every 
mountain stream on a big rampage. 

IN MISSISSIPPI.

The Great Hungarian Passes Away at Turin, 
Italy in the 92d Year of His Age—

TURIN (italy,) March 20.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) Louis Kossuth died at 
10:55 o’clock this evening. 

Kossuth’s end was extremely pain- 
ful. He showed signs of consciousness 
until the last. He expired in the arms 
of his son, and died pressing the hand 
of the Hungarian deputy, Karoli. The 
members of his family and a: few 
of his intimate friends stood around 
the bedside of the expiring patriot. 
Nothing has yet been: settled in regard 
to the details of the funeral. The mu- 
nicipal authorities of this city offered 
to the family to allow the remains to 
be buried in the Pantheon here. 

UNITED BY HIS DFATH. 

LONDON, March 20.—A _ dispatch 
from Buda Pesth says that the Hun- 
garian government and the members 
of the National party in the Diet have 
arrived at an. agreement regarding 
the honors that will be shown Louis 
Kossuth, now that he is dead. By 
reaching this agreement the fall of 
the ministry is averted. 

(Louis Kossuth, the leader of the 
Hungarian revolution, was born in 
1802 at Monok, in the county of Zemp- 
lin, in Hungary. In 1832 he co enced 
his political career at the Diet vf Pres- 
burg as editor of a liberal) paper. In 
November, 1847, he was sent by the 
county of Pesth as deputy to the Diet. 
To his speeches must in part be as- 
cribed not only the Hungarian revolu- 
tion, but the insurrection in Vienna 
in March, 1848. On the dissolutiof of

The Insurgents Pian Further Operations in 
the North.

LONDON, March 21.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The Times publishes a letter 
from its correspondent, who left Rio 
on the Aguidaban. -.He 
Grosso on March 12, with Gen. Saraiva 
and staff, and arrived at Curityba 
last night. A council of war has de- 
cided to send reinforcements to Rio. 
De Mello, with a steamer, was to at- 
tack Bahia, while Saraiva was to con- 
tinue to advance to Sao Paulo. Since 
the capture of the State of Parafia, the 
position of the insurgents has. mate- 
rially improved, | 

Gen. Saraiva declares the political 
affairs of the insurgents are unsatis- 
factory. He dislikes the composition 
of the provisional government at Des- 
terro, and will not acknowledge its 
authority. He states that he himself 
and ail leaders of the revolution, ex- 
cept Admiral de Mello, regard Silviara 
Martinez as the chief of the insurrec- 
tionary movement. The latter, how- 
ever, has declined to hold any relations 
with the government at Desterro. 

Saraiva further stated that he has 
hopes of replacing the government 
by responsible ministers, under the 
guidance of Martinez. The provisional 
government will be abolished, and, in- 
stead of a commission of three per- 
sons, Dr. West, Dr. Ferreira, Admiral 
de Mello and. Senor Maciele,: will ad- 
minister affairs. 

The surrender of the insurgents at 
Rio does not prevent a continuation 
of the war. It is rumored in Rio that 
Admiral da Gama and 600 of his of- 
ficers were taken by a Portuguese war- 
ship to Santa Catherina. The Repub- 
lica is now at Paranagua and the 
Aquidaban at Desterro. 

LISBON, March 20.—It is considered 
possible that the Portuguese warships, 
on which Admiral da Gama and. his 
followers escaped from Rio, will take 
the refugees to the Azore Islands.

WAS A PAVING STONE. 


Did You Kiss the World's Fair Blarney 
Stone? 

Collector of Customs Clark, at the port 
of Chicago, has made an interesting re- 
port to the Treasury Department, one 
chapter of which concerns the Midway 
Plaisance of the World's Fair. This 
part of the great exposition was made 
the direct charge of Deputy Collector 
J. E. Ralph, who has made public some 
curious facts as to how the people were 
fooled by’ the so-called “‘blarney stone,” 
throws out a warning about the growth 
of the hasheesh habit, and incidentally 
refers to various tricks of the fakirs to 
draw out the money of the gullible 
Americans. Mr. Ralph says: 

“At he opening of the Irish village 
there was one essential thing lacking 
to make the Blarney Castle a counter- 
part of the original structure in Ire- 
land, and that was the ‘Blarney stone.’ 
The manager, desirous of endowing 
the visitors with an opportunity for 
becoming famous spouters, took into 
his confidence James Riley, a contrac- 
tor, and requested that he produce a 
Mr. Riley secured the 


the attenid- 


services of Charles Thompson, an em- 
ployee of the village, ahd these two 
men, on a dark night, repaired to the 
corner of Fifty-seventh street and 
Portland avenue, in the city of Chicago, 
and there dug from the street a lime- 
stone paving block, about’ eighteen 
by eight inches by teh inches in di- 
mensions. They carried it to the vil- 
lage and placed it in a case, which had 
been received that day in bond—Case 
No 97, serial No. 4099—addressed to 
Thomas Baker, Irish Industrial Village. 
This case contained a model of ‘The 
Bells of Shandon.’ Invitations were i@- 
sued to the representatives of the Chi- 
cago papers and to Mayor Harrison, 
the latter accepting the invitation to 
officiate at the opening of the case con- 
taining the fgmous ‘Blarney stone.’ 

‘On the dayeset aside for the cere- 
monies, Mayor Harrison could not be 
present, and Customs Inspector E. W. 
Matlock was sent for to Open the case. 
The inspector arrived with the invoice 
for case No. 97, serial No. 4099, which 
Stated that the case contained a mod:! 
of the ‘Bells of Shandon,’ valued at 
$25. He opened the case, and found it 
checked ‘one stone over.’ After prop- 
erly labeling both model and stone, 
he made his return on the invoice; 
‘One stone over, estimated value, $509.’ 
This stone was then placed in the 
walls of the castle, where it remained 
during the balance of the fair, and 
was kissed by at least 25,000 people, a 
fee of 10 cents apiece being charged. 
At the close of the fair, the manager 
of the village desired to take the stone 
and exhibit it in a store in the city 
of Chicago, but was informed that he 
could not do so unless he made a 
consumption entry on same and paid 
the duty. This was done, and on No- 
vember 24, 1893, I delivered the stone, 
on a duty-paid permit. Both the in- 
spector in charge of the village and 
myself remained in ignorance of the 
history of the ‘Blarney stone’ until 
January 23, 1894, believing, up to that 
time, that it was imported in ‘case 
No. 97, serial No. 4099." The invoice on 
which consumption entry was paid 
read as follows: ‘One piece of stone 
from Blarney county, Cork, Ireland, 
value, $500.’ "’

A FATAL BLOW. 


French Sheep-herder is 
Killed at Cerritos. 


His Skull Fractured by a Blow 
With a Heavy Club. 


The Deed Done by His Employer, 
Pierre Pellifigues, 


Who Says That He Acted Entirely in Self- 
defense, the Man Having First At- 
tacked Him With a 
K nite. 


Word was received at the offices of 
the Coroner and Suueriff yesterday 
mornings to the effect that a man had 
been found dead at Cerritos, under 
circumstances that pointed conclusively 
to the fact that he had been murdered 
Some time during the night. , 

The matter was investigated by both 
officers, independently, with the re- 
sult that it’ was not only ascertained 
who killed the deceased, but the man 
who committed the deed was arrested 
and hrought in to the County Jail. 

From the testimony taken before the 
jury of inquisition summoned by the 
Coroner, which was very brief, it was 
ascertained that the deceased was 
Jean Escunde, a Basque sheep-herder, 
in the employ of Pierre Pellifigues of 
Cerritos; that on Monday last the 
former came into town, and, after im- 
b:bing more ‘‘sheepherder’s delight” 
than was good for him, returned to 
the ranch in a very quarrelsome mood, 
about 7 o'clock in the evening. An 
altercation ensued between his em- 
ployer and him, which resulted in 
his being fel-ed by Pellifigues, with 
a stout club. He got up, however, and 
reeled away for a short distance, and 
soon afterward his employer went to 


bed, without further thought of his 
drunken herder. 
Yesterday morning, however, Escunde 
was found in an unconscious condi- 
tion, his skull having been fractured 
by the blow he received at the hands 
of Peliifigues, and, shortiy after he 
had been picked up and cared for, he 
died. The matter being reported to 
Deputy Sheriff Green of Compton, that 
cfiicer promptly visited the scene, 
placed Pellifigues under arrest, and, 
after the inqtest, brought him into 


town and lodged him in the County 


Jail. 

Pellifigues, who is a ruddy-complex- 
ioned, good-looking Basque, about 33 
years of age, understands little and 
speaks less of the English language, 
but, from the somewhat incoherent 
Statement he made of the affair to 
a Times reporter, shortly after his arri- 
val at the jail, it was evident that he 
intended to convey the idea that he 
had no intention of killing the deceased 
when he struck him. and only acted in 
self-defense, Escunde, he says, having 
attacked him with a knife. He wil] 
probably have a preliminary examinae 
tion today or tomorrow.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


From the eariiest inception of the 
enterprise The Times has devoted con- 

derable space to the subject of the 

jcaragua Canal, being fully impressed 
with the belief that the coustruction 
of this canal is the most important en- 
terprise, for the Pacific Coast that is 
now under construction. At the risk of 
appearing somewhat tedious to those 
who are not impressed with the great 
importance of the undertaking, we sball 
montinue from time to time to write 
upon this subject, in the hope that 
wil our readers shall before long real- 
4ze what the construction of this canal 
would mean to California end the en- 
tire Pacific Coast. 

Of late the news which has been 
printed has not been of a character 
that is entirely encouraging to those 
who desire to see the canal rapidly 
pushed to completion under American 
influence. We have learned from time 
to time of financial complications and 
of attempts which are being made to 
anravel those complications and reor- 
ganize the enterprise on a new Lasis. 
We have also heard of the landing of 
British troops at a point which is so 
mear to the Atlantic gateway of the 
canal as to excite some anxiety. 

As we have previously remarked, if 
the people of the Pacific Coast could 
only see fully and plainly the advan- 
tages which would accrue to this fec- 
tion through the building of the canal, 
they would not wait for contributions 


from other. sections of the coun- 
try, but would go to work 
and build the canal themselves. 


Nor should it be understood that this 
canal is merely for the benefit of 
the Pacific Coast. It was William H. 
Geward who made the prediction that 
the Pacific Ocean will be the scene of 
man’s greatest achievements. If wis- 
dom governs the councils of the repub- 
Jic our Pacffic Coast will become the 
main factor in these achievements, for 
the cities of the coast are the outports 
of the world’s commerce. To reach 
Alsiatic seaports their vessels must 
cross the largest ocean on the globe. 
To reach the markets of our Atlantic 
seacoast and of Europe they must 
make the longest voyage known to 
mavigators—twice across the equator 
and around the Cape. Such develop- 
ment as has been made since the Amer- 
fcan occupation, notwithstanding these 
great distances, is due to the energy of 
our people, and is but a promise of 
_ future, when the dominant prob- 

m of cheap transportation shall have 
{been solved by the completion of an 
interoceanic canal. 

The Pacific Coast has no such rigor- 
ous climate as the North Atlantic sea- 
board. Even on the Alaskan coast 
and the Aleutian Islands there is no 
such extremely cold and tempestuous 
mveather. In the Pacific, too, as in the 
\Atiantic, ‘‘there is a river in the 
ocean.” The drift of the Japan cur- 
rent, together with that borne by south- 
gvest winds from the equatorial regions, 
impinges upon the Pacific Coast in a 
high northern latitude, moderates the 
rigors of what would be, without it, an 
erotic winter on the coast, and cre- 
ates a precipitation that is at times 
excessive. It is no doubt due to this 
rainfall that the northwest coast is 
s0 ‘heavily timbered. Assimilating 
with the warmer waters of the Pacific 
as this current advances in its southern 
course, it modifies the rainfall, until, 
on the coast of California and further 
south. the precipitation is controlled 
by other causes, and is greatly les- 
sened., 

The timber lands of this region are 
the finest onthe globe, and will be- 
come valuable when our Eastern sea- 
coast and Europe are denuded, The 
world is*a market for the redwood of 
California and the cedar of Oregon. 
Then, again, take the fisheries, which 
@re practically inexhaustible, but are 
yet searcely known to commerce, ex- 
cept in a pioneer way, although the 
canned salmon of Oregon and Alaska 
have already become a staple article 
pf export. Last, but by no means least, 
we have the horticultural products of 
California, of which we can easily 
raise sufficient to supply the: world, if 
meed be. We all know how much the 
horticultural industry of this section 
has been kept back by the high rates 
of freight which are charged from Cal- 
ifornia to the leading markets of the 
country. With the completion of the 
Wicaragua Canal all would be changed. 

We are accustomed to speak of the 
rapid development of California. In 
Some respects it is true that this de- 
velopment has been remarkable. In 
all respects it is true of Southern Cali- 
fornia during the past ten years, but 
when we consider the growth of 
the State at large during that period, 
And when we take into consideration 
the marvelous natural resources which 
we possess—our rich virgin soil and 
remarkable climate, which make fhis 
an ideal section for the agriculturist, 
&t must be admitted that the progress 
of the entire State has not been what 
it might have been. There are still 
far too many large tracts of undivided 
ang unimproved land in California. 
There are still thousands upon thou- 
wands of square miles devoted to pas- 
Rurage and grain farming which ought 
to be divided up into small, productive 
homies. In fact, in some sections of the 
northern part of the State there is. 
aetually a backward movement, and 


‘appears to be extremely difficult to 


owners of big ranches, who frequently 
do not live on their property, but culti- 
vate from a distance by means of 
foremen, whose only object is to get 
as much work as possible out of the 


men, who, instead of building up 
homes, live in temporary  boarding- 
houses. 


The comparatively slow development 
of this region, so favored by nature, 
is due to the inadequacy of transporta- 
tion; and in the solution of this prob- 
lem of transportation the Pacific Coast 
must find its future prosperity. When 
ox teams across the continent and 
sailing ships around Cape Horn were 
the sole methods of transportation from 
our Eastern States and from Europe 
we felt that we were living out of the 
great world of commerce and the arts; 
nor are we-in much better plight now. 
Three thousand miles of travel by rail 
separate us from our great centers of 
finance and commerce, and the limita- 
tions of that railway transportation are 
serious. Railways, of course, a/ve neces- 
sary and to them we are indebted for 
such development as we have made. 
They give a means of rapid transit for 
mails, passengers and such freight as 
they can carry with profit to the own- 
ers; but in transportation by water— 
whose cost, in comparison with that 
of railway transportation, is as one to 
five—lies the solution of the prosperity 
of the Pacific Coast, which already pro- 
duces far in excess of the demands of 
the home market. It is useless to bring 
hither the most desirable immigrants 
until this great problem is solved. 

This is why the people of the Pacific 
Coast, who have studied the question, 
are enthusiastic for the completion of 
this great enterprise. Yet still the 
work lags. The legislatures of Califor- 
nia, of Oregon, of Washington, and of 
Nevada, have filed in the State De- 
partment at Washington joint resolu- 
tions urging the construction of the 
canal under American control. For 
more than ten years past our Repre- 
sentatives in Washington have made 
strong and repeated appeals to Con- 
gress on the subject. As far back as 
1883 Senator Newton Booth made an 
eloquent appeal on behalf of the ca- 
nal. Since then Senator Miller of Cali- 
fornia, and Senator Dolph of Oregon 
have labored hard in the same direc- 
tion. There is searcely a commercial 
organization from Puget Sound to 
San Diego that has failed to repeat- 
edly petition Congress to take favora- 
ble action in the matter. And yet it 


get Congress to take any particular 
interest in the enterprise. 

From a financial standpoint what 
would be the effect of the opening of 
the canal? It would take a large 
amount of space, and something of the 
gift of prophesy to fully describe this, 
but one single item may give some 
idea of what this would amount to. 
In the movement of one year’s wheat 
crop of the Pacific Coast $5,000,000 to 
$7,000,000 will be saved in freight, in- 
surance and interest. Besides which, 
the heavy expense of sacking, amount- 
ing to about $1.25 per ton, will be 
saved to the producers. This, it should 
be remembered, is only one item out 
of many. With the aid of refrigerator 
steamers, the markets of Northern Eu- 
rope can be supplied with fruits and 
vegetables from the Pacific Coast 
within twenty-five days’ time, at a 
time of the year when those markets 
are unsupplied. Under these condi- 
tions, there would be no occasion to 
talk about  over-production. Then 
there are the timber lands of the Pa- 
cific Coast, which have already been 
alluded to. Even now, under disad- 
vantageous conditions of transportation, 
occasionally cargoes are sent to our 
Eastern seaports and Europe. There 
is no doubt whatever that as soon as 
the canal is open the lumber trade of 
the Pacific Coast will receive an enor- 
mous impetus. Not only the Atlantic 
States, but also Europe will draw on 
our supply. 

Again, there are the opportunities for 
a*profitahle commerce between the 
countries of Asia and the Atlantic 
Coast and United States. That com- 
merce, on its way to the canal, will 
have to pass within a few miles of 
the coast of Southern California. This 
will open up ports for the establish- 
ment of coaling and supply stations, 
and do much to develop the mercantile 
industry in this section. 

One might go on to the extent of sev- 
eral columns, enumerating the advan- 
tages which the Nicaragua Canal 
would confer upon this coast, and es- 
pecially upon Southern California, 
but it'is surely not necessary to do 
this. If what. we have already said, 
and what has been said by other 
friends of the canal in the press and 


create a strong impression in favor of 
the canal among the people of this sec- 
tion, then it seems to us that it would 
be useless were one to write a book on 
the subject, and distribute it free 
among the people. The entire question, 
as far as California is concerned, can- 
not better be summed up than, in the 
statement made by Hon. Warner Mil- 
ler, when the completion 
of the canal ‘would double the value 
of every acre of lahd in the State of 
California. In saying this we do not 
believe that Mr. Miller exaggerated one 
iota. 


One curious development of the sil- 
ver question is the fact, as given in a 
dispatch from Omaha, that a gang of 
counterfeiters are turning out large 
quantities of silver dollars, of which 
over 500,000 are said to have been al- 
ready issued, These dollars are just as 


on the platform, is not sufficient to. 


composed of pure silver, weighing the 
same. Yet the counterfeiters are mak- 
ing a nice little profit of 51 cents on 
each dollar, owing to the difference be- 
tween the market value of silver and 
the value of the silver in the dollar. 
While Congress -has been hesitating 
about coining the seigniorage, these in- 
terprising citizens. have been working 
up a little of the seigniorage on their 
own account. As these dollars are, 
equal in every respect to those issued 
by the government, it is almost im- 
possible to detect them. It is a curious 
state of affairs that makes such an en- 
terprise possible. It is evident that we 
must soon have a readjustment of the 
value of the silver dollar, unless an 
international agreement should result 
in raising the value of silver. We 
cannot go on for an indefinite time with 
a coin which is only worth half its face 
value. 


After a vast amount of apparently 
unnecessary excitement, the trouble at 
Denver has almost subsided, and it is 
understood that further proceedings 
will be carried on in the courts. 
Waite appears to have acted through- 
out in an unreasonable and an unjusti- 
flable manner. He took upon himself 
awful resposibilities in stirring up feel- 
ings that that very nearly led to blood- 
shed, at a time when the feelings of 
men throughout the length and breadth 
of the country are already dangerously 
worked up. At such a time as this it 
is calm, firm statesmanship, not crank- 
iness or obstinacy, that is required of 
those who hold high official station. The 
action of Gov. Waite, who represents 
a portion of the wreckage which was 
thrown up by the wave which elected 
Cleveland, might easily have proved as 
dangerous as the application of a 
lighted match to a powder-magazine. 
Fortunately the troubles at Denver did 
not result in bloodshed, but it is cer- 
tainly no thanks to Gov. Waite that 
such was the case. 


Gen. Harrison may be a new hand 
on the lecture piatform, but he evidently 
“knows a thing cr two.’’ He met with 
some trouble in delivering his lectures, 
from the fact that in spite of @ prom- 
ise which he exacted from the San 
Francisco papers not to publish his 
lectures in full, one of them did so. It 
seems that Gen, Harrison, not content 
with the big fee @hich he receives from 
the university, is desirous of making 
some mor@w from the publication of his 
lectures in book form, It is announced 
that he has now succeeded in getting 
around the difficulty by having each 
lecture copyrighted before he delivers 
it. 


The decision of the Senate Finance 
Committee to leave in force the treaty 
of 1875 with Hawaii will be gratefully 
received by the business interests of the 
islands, although that treaty does not 
contain everything that they could 
wish. Things have been going from 
bad to worse there for the past two 
years, and another blow might prove 
fatal. 


The Interstate Irrigation Convention, 
which meets at Omaha today, will be 
largely attended, and will doubtless be 
productive of good results.

LOUIS 


The Famous  Patriot- 
Dictator of Hungary, 


Wiio Died at Turin, Italy, Last 
Night, Aged o2. 


Life Sketch and Reminiscences by 
One Who Knew Him. 


Noble Career and Achievements of the Great 
Hungerian—Patriot, Statesman, 
Editor and Sol- 
dier. 


With’ the death of Louis Kossuth 
passes away one of the most patriotic 
men, and one of the most picturesque 
personages of the nineteenth century. 
It was my good fortune to witness, in 
December, 1851, his triumphal entry 
into New York, after he had been 
rescued from exile in Turkey (whence 
he had gone, after the disastrous over- 
throw cf the Hungarian cause, in 
1842,) and I had the happiness in Italy 
of his acquaintance and _ persona! 
friendship. The present generation 
knows little of the stirring times, of 
the hopes and the fears, of thé triais 
and of the disappointments of European 
Liberais, which succeeded the estab- 
lishment of the second French repubtic 
in 1848. Only those who either lived 
during those days, or the men born 
since that time, who have made a 
Study of the payijeal events on the 
continent Ance 8, can have a just 
conception of the great changes which 
were then wrought, and of the tremen- 
dous stakes at issue. For a time 
Louis Kossuth and the cause of Hunga- 
rian liberty occupied the first place 
in the eyes of the world. The center, 
the life of that cause, was a man of 
singular capacity, of remarkably wide 
views and of magnetic attractiveness 
as a speaker; in short, a man who, 
for the sake of liberty, had suffered 
imprisonment, and had many times, 
with the courage of his convictions, 
exposed his life upon the battlefield. 

Such was Louis Kossuth, who died at 
Turin, Italy, last night, in the ninety- 
second year of his age, for he was 
born at Monok, in the county of Zemp- 
lin, Hungary, on the 16th of September, 
1802. His family was of noble Croa- 
tion origin, his father was lawyer, and 
he, after finishing his course at a 
Protestant university (Kossuth was 
Protestant,) me no mean attorney 
before he was 24 years of age. He, in 
his earliest manhood, rendered himself 
popular among the people of the prov- 
ince or county of Zemplin by his 
liberal views and by his earnest de- 
sire to see them established. His ad- 
vocacy of more iiberty for the people 
drew general attention to the young 
Hungarian. He actually became a 
leader as early as 1830, and interposed 
between the noblés and the people in be- 
half of the latter when troubles arose 
during the cholera visitation in Hun- 


ry. 

After the magnificent parade in his 
honor in New York the.most remark- 
able reception accorded to him in the 
United States was at the “press din- 
ner” given him by all the leading 
editors of America’g metropolis. The 
reason such a dinner was offered him 
was that Kossuth, early in the second 
quarter of this century became one of 
the most influential editors in the 
Austrian Empire. His induction into 
editorship came abogt-in an unexpected 
way, Singular to relate, he who was 
so fluent before the people, failed when 
he Came before the first deliberative 
assembly of which he was a member, 
viz: the Diet, or Legislature, of Press- 
bourg—Pressbourg being one of the 
five great divisions of Hungary. His 
failure was as great as Disraeli’s when 
Disraeli made his maiden speech in the 
British House of Commons. Chagrined 
at his fiasco, Kossuth determined that 
he would be heard. He did not have 
to wait as long as Disraeli, for he im- 
mediately established at 
capital a newspaper called The Diet, 
in which he expressed forcibly and 
fearlessly the liberal ideas, and recla- 
mation of old Hungarian rights which 
had been hooted down when he at- 
tempted to plead for therm in the real 


Diet. So advanced and so bold 
were the views put forth that 
the Austrian government, in 1839, 


seized Kossuth and his two confreres at 
Buda, and had them tried, condemned 
and ‘imprisoned. The imprisonment 
was for four years. But the Hunga- 
rian opposition in the Austrian As- 
sembly forced the government to liber- 
ate the then prisoners, after one year’s 
“durance vile.’”” Thenceforth Kossuth 
became a hero in the eyes of not only 
the Hungarians, but among all the 
lovers of liberty in the more than ten 
nationalities that make up the <Aus- 
trian Empire. 

It was during this incarceration that 
he was allowed two books, the Bible 
and Shakespeare, both in English. Pre- 
vious to this he knew very little of our 
language, but that year in prison en- 
abled him to master it. When he was 
first -heard in England: (which was 
when he was en route to America in 
1851), his eloquence, and above all his 
fluency in a peculiar but correct En- 
glish, carried people both high and low 
by storm. The mode by which he be- 
came familiar with our language was 
not then known, but the London Times, 
in one of its able articles on Kossuth, 
said that “‘Kossuth’s English was the 
language of Shakespeare.” It was this 
that brought forth from Kossuth 
himself the admission that the whole 
of his English studies had been in 
prison and that his text books had been 
the Bible and Shakespeare. 

* After he was liberated he founded the 

Pesti Hirlap” (the Journal of Pesth,) 
which soon became the orgen of: Hun- 
garian liberal ideas, and the advocate 
of rights once enjoyed by the Hunga- 
rians as a nation. At that- time, 1840, 
a& newspaper in the Austrian domin- 
‘ions was considered doing well if it 
had five hundred subscribers and gov- 
ernment pap; if it had one thousand 
subscribers it was considered supremely 
prosperous. Kossuth’s journal soon had 
four thousand subscribers in spite of 
governmental opposition, and not long 
after it reached a subscription list of 
Seven thoysand; thenceforward it in- 
creased in the same rapid ratio that 
the Los Angeles Times has done since 
the attempted boycott of 1890. The 
‘Pesti Hirlap’’ was an augmenting suc- 
cess until Kossu'tth resigned his post. 
Metternich, the leading Austrian states- 
man of the day, learning of Kossuth’s 
resignation, offered. him a large gov- 
ernment subsidy to establish a news- 
paper to be completely under Kossuth’s 
control, provided Kossuth would re- 
ry nounce his liberai politics and advocate 
the cause of the Conservatives, ‘Kos- 
suth repelled all advances of this 
kind; he would not listen to ‘the voice 
of the siren,’’ but was firm to his lib- 
eral convictions. 

So, you see why the New York Press 
Club of that day should give Kossuth, 
the fearless editor, a banquet. He 
rose with the occasion, and was, if 
that be possible, more eloquent than 
ever, and captivated such men as Will- 
iam Cullen Bryant, Horace Greeley, 
Henry J. Raymond, Stone (of the New 
York Advertiser,) Halleck (Journal of 
Commerce,) and other noted editors of 
forty-three years ago. There was one 
exception, and that was James Watson 
Webb of the New York Courier and 
Enquirer, who had been for a. shurt 
time the United States Charge d@’ Af- 


unfittest mam that ever represented a 
republic abroad. He was aristocratic in 
his tastes, a ‘truckler to monarchy and 
nobility—a man who had no sympathy 
with people aspiring for liberty. In- 
deed, so strongly did the Senate of 
the United States feel this that James 
Watson Webb was rejected ds our repre- 
sentative in Austria assoon as his name 
was sent in, but, having been nomi- 
nated by Fillmore during the Congres- 
sional vacation, Webb had enjoyed a 
few months of hobnobbing with ‘the 
corrupt nobility of Austria, Wliten had 
only been propped up from destruction 
by the power of Russia. Therefore, he, 
at the press dinner, in the worst of 
taste, “pitched info” the man who, if 
it had not been for the Czar, Nicholas, 
would not have left any effete Aus- 
trian nobility to be toadied to by 
James Watson Webb. Koséuth 
took no notice of Webb, but Henry J. 
Raymond did, for Raymond arose, and, 
in his calm, sareastic way, made a 
spectacle of Webb, so that, figuratively 
speaking, the floor of the banquet- 
room at the old Astor was mopped 
with the remains of Webb. In talking 
with Kossuth at Naples, in 1886, about 
this banquet, he smiled when Webb 
was spoken of, but dwelt upon Henry 
J. Raymond's eloquence on that occa- 
sion. 

At that dinner in New York, Kos- 
suth introduced two words to the Amer- 
ican public, which, at that time, 
sounded strange in our ears. They 
were “the solidarity of the peoples.’’ 
In every speech (and Kossuth made 
hundreds of them in the United 
States) he always spoke of nations as 
“peoples”’ After the conversation re- 
ferred to, in Naples, in 1886, I examined 
the word “‘peop!es”’ in the King James 
version of the Bible, and found that it 
was only used twice, and then in Rev- 
elation, while the word ‘‘people’’ occurs 
about eight hundred times. But the 
rew version has substituted the word 
‘peoples’ in many of these eight hun- 
dred ‘Instances, and the transiators, 
in their preface to the revised version, 
call attention to this substitute as more 
in accordance with the original. 

At that press dinner Kossuth elo- 
quently quoted the “Gloria in excelcis’’ 
in a manner which worried a great 
many Protestants. I once asked him 
if he remembered the circumstance. 
“Yes,’’ he relied, “I do distinctly. When 
I was accused of tripping in quoting 
‘Glory to God in the Highest,’ and 
further accused of having quoted the 
Roman Catholic English Bible, the so- 
called ‘Douay’ version of the Vulgate, 
I showed in my after reply to the news- 
papers, that I had the Greek to back 
me.” The revised version of the New 
Testament has in its margin almost 
Kossuth’s quotation, “Glory to God in 
the Highest and on earth peace to 
men of good pleasure,” or “of good 
willing,”” as Kossuth had it. 

There is no need to tell of Kossuth’s 
triumphant tour of the United States. 
To him it was not a journey of pleas- 
ure, but of deep, serious duty, having 
as the end in view to enlist by his elo- 
quent pleadings the aid and sympathy 
of Americans in behalf of poor, down- 
trodden Hungary. He traveled in the 
Eastern, Middle and Western States, 
but his plea for liberty did not make 
him attractive in the South. He went 
to Washington, and he was informally 
received on the floors of Congress after 
an adjournment. 

But what had Kossuth done that 
called forth such sympathy from 
Americans that our government sent a 
man-of-war to rescue him and his fel- 
low exiles from the soil of Turkey, 
whither they had fled? Simply this, 
for demanding and battling for the 
rights of the people, as our revolution- 
ary forefathers did for their rights as 
Englishmen. He rose and led his Hun- 
garian people and, finally, all the Lib- 
erals of the Austrian Empire, to de- 
mand the restoration of ancient privi- 
leges, and” the extension of new ones 
in accordance with the spirit of the 
age. He had, previous to 1848, become 
the leiding man in the Hungarian 
Diet, and the most rédoubtable cham- 
pion of the people’s rights in the Aus- 
trian Empire. His programme, put be- 
fore the Diet in 1847, was short, tell- 
‘ing, and exceedingly broad, viz.: ‘‘The 
enfranchisement of the peasants (from 
something almost like serffiom,) the 
abolition of feudal taxes, and the lib- 
erty of the press.”” The French rev- 
olution of 1848, which drove Louis 
Philippe from his throne, unexpectedly 
pushed matters forward in Austria, and 
a discourse, ‘delivered at Buda-Pesth, 
by Kossuth, March 3, 1848. which was 
Boanergic, both in substance and man- 
ner, greatly contributed to provoke the 
revolution at Vienna, on the 14th of 
March. The concessions made were 
not enough, and Kossuth, now an im- 
portant factor in the government of 
Hungary (he was Minister of Finance,) 
claimed the complete independence of 
his beloved country. He became the 
leader, and, eventually, the dictator, in 
the last resort for He 
fought for Hungary with arying for- 
tunes, and, at one time, it seemed that 
victory was about to crown the efforts 
of the Hungarian patriots, but plot and 
counterplot, and, above all the forces 
of Russia ‘coming to the help of 
Austria, the hopes of Hungary were 
strangled in cold blood. Kossuth and a 
faithful band of Hungarians escaped 
into Turkey, and “all was lost save 
honor.’’ 

It was hoped by Americans that the 
patriotic Hungarians would settle in 
this country. A few did, but the great 
majority of those who came with 
Kossuth returned to Europe with him— 
hoping, with their leader, that the 
complications in Europe might bring 
about the liberty of Hungary. In time 
great ameliorations came, privileges 
were granted to Hungary, and:many— 
indeed, all save one—who served in the 
war for Hungarian independence, ac- 
cepted the liberal terms of amnesty 
granted by Austria. That one man 
was Louis Kossuth. Although he lived 
to see many of the reforms for which 
he battled, he was ever faithful to the 
oath which he “swore before high 
heaven” that he would never enter 
upon the territory of Hungary as long 
as it was governed by the hated house 
of Wapsberg-Lorraine—in fact, until 
Hungary was a republic. He then was 
an exile from 1849, and has been faith- 
ful to that oath to the end. He died 
an exile in: Turin, Italy, where he had 
lived forthirty years. VJlastsaw him 
In his house a little more than four 
years ago; and when I listened to his 
bright and thoughtful conversation, 
when I heard him call up the reminis- 
cences of 1851 in the United States, I 
could hardly believe that I was talk- 
ing to a man of four score and eight 


years. 

He lived happily with his sister in 
a comfortable home, where I.saw him 
at work on “his times,’’ which will 
now, doubtless, soon .see_ the light. 
Kossuth’s memoirs will be the history 
of liberal Europe for three quarters of 

century. 

. ware” closing this article I would 
like to contradict the foolish story that 
I have, often of late years, seen float- 
ing through the American press, to 
tthe effect that Kossuth in age suffered 
from poverty and neglect. This is a 
mistake. He was not rich, but he was 
not poor. His two sons occupy honor- 
able and responsible positions in Italy, 
and they surrounded their father with 
filial care and affection. 

In days of darkness he was the inti- 
mate friend of Garibaldi and Mazzini 
of Italy, and of. the Teutonic patriots 
of Prussia, Saxony, Bavaria and Baden. 
He lived to see a united Germany, and 
a united Italy, ge the drearn of his pie

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The Coming Encampment the Main Topic of 
Conversation. 

The all-absorbing question at the 
Seventh Regiment Armory these days 
is where and when will the annual 
encampment be held. Last year the 
men did not go into camp at all, the 
State appropriation being almost en- 
tirely consumed in procuring new uni- 
forms and other much-needed sup- 
plies. The men are therefore all the 
nore impatient to have the date and 
place of this seagon’s camp determined 
upon that they may begin their enjoy- 
ment by anticipation. 

The general impression about hea/- 
quarters just now is that the Guards 
will go to Santa Barbara, and this 
seems to please the men immensely. 
To most of them the names of Santa 
Barbara and Ventura are closely as- 
sociated and all who were present at 
the latter place two years ago, and re- 
member the hospitable treatment ac- 
corded them there, are unanimous in 
favor of one of the northern. resorts. 
It has been given out that the two 
regiments of the First Brigade will 
go into camp together and this an- 
nouncement brings up memories of the 
Santa Monica camp three years ago, 
when the good-natured war between 


the,Seventh and the Ninth was the 
most interesting feature. 
Before going to camp the local 


regiment must have several new of- 
ficers, among them one major and two 
battalion adjutants. It is expected that 
an election for major will be called 
shortly and already Capt. Black of 
Ventura is spoken of as the probable 
successful candidate. The adjutants, 
of course, are to be appointed and their 
choice will depend largely upon the re- 
sult of the election for major. 

Lieut. Orden, commissary officer of 
the regiment, has already commenced 
to cast his eye around in search of 
cooks and has several good ones in 
sight who have been with the regi- 
ment before. 

Orders are out for an election of cap- 
tain of Co. F; which will be held next 
Monday evening in the company parlors.

Weller, and Capt. Sims, an outside 
man and ex-officer of the regular army. 
Both the lieutenants are acknowledgec 
to be good timber and either could be 
elected if he desired the promotion, 
but both agree that in getting Capt. 
Sims the company will .bé greatly 
strengthened and all possibility of a 
eplit such as recently occurred in Co. 
C, and which came so near disbanding 
that company, will be avoided. Some 
of the members dislike the idea of go- 
ing outside the company for a captain 
on the principle that office should 
come by promotion from the ranks, but 
at a caucus held Monday night a trial 
ballot showed the balance of opinion 
to be in favor of the older and more 
experienced man. 

There has been some talk to the 
effect that after all Co. C might yet 
be disbanded as it paraded with but 
twenty-five men at the State inspec- 
tion, whereas the law requires a min- 
imum of thirty-two. Of course the 
circumstances of the late row over the 
captaincy would have to be taken into 
consideration in forming an cpinion, 
and these may have influenced Maj. 
Driffill in making his report. 

In the.event of his report being un- 
favorable and the company . being 
mustered out, it is likely that a cavalry 
troop would be formed. Looking to 
this possible turn of affairs a move- 
ment has been on foot for some little 
time and Col. Teed of the brigade 
staff has a list of thirty names of 
young men who want to join such an 
organization.

First Brigade, Maj. Driffill, as pub- 
lished in a Los Angeles dispatch to 
the Examiner, to the effect that the 
material used in the new uniforms 
just issued to the fifteen companies 
of the First Brigade, is inferior. and 
that not one in twenty of the uniforms 
fit the men for whom they are in- 
tended. 

Gen. Allen left here for San Fran- 
cisco this afternoon to attend the meet- 
ing. Before going he stated that the 
uniform board would make a rigid in- 
vestigation of the charges, which came 
as a surprise to him, as he had thought 
all along that the uniforms were giv- 
ing satisfaction. The cloth will be tested 
again, to see if the quality conforms to 
the sample as adopted. 

Quartermaster Williams, U.S.A., had 
told the board that the material was 
of a far better quality than that used 
by the regular army. The cloth of 
the National Guard weighs twenty- 
four and a half ounces to the yard, 
while the army material weighs twen- 
ty-two ounces to the yard. 

‘Should the charges prove true,”’ on 
investigation,’’ continued the general,

reason that out of the $40,000 appropri- 
ated. about $5000 has been paid the 
contracting tailors, while that amount 
of bills and more still remain un- 
paid.”’

Partial Lunar Eclipse. 

A partial eclipse of the moon oc- 
curred early this morning, but was 
without interest from the fact that 
it was “only a little one,” less than 
one-fourth of the lunar disc being im; 
mersed in the shadow at the moment 
of greatest obscuration, and moonset 
and day preventing the latter stage 
of the eclipse being seen. Prof. E. E. 
Barnard, of the Lick Observatory, 
gives the following data: 

Following are the times of the 
phenomena of the eclipse of the ,morn- 
ing of March 21; these are standard Pa- 
cific time, or the ordinary watch or 
clock time. It is useless to give the 
contacts with the umbra, as these 
movements, though they can be calcu- 
lated cannot be observed: 

Moon enters shadow 5 hours 25.3 min- 
utes am. 

Middle of the eclipse, 6 hours 20.6 
minutes a.m. 

Moon leaves shadow, 7 hours 15.7 
minutes a.m.

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THEY MUST MOVE ON 


A Gang of’ Unemployed 
Sent North. 


No More Will Be Allowed to Stop 
in the City. 


A Vigorous Kick by the Railroad 
Company. 


The Police Refuse to Compel the Men to 
Leave the Train—An Incident at | 
the Southern Pacific 
Depot. 


The chain gang was working on 
First-street hill again yesterday. Dur- 
ing the day there were few new devel- 
opments among ‘the local unemployed. 
There were quite a number of them 
seated in the gallery of the Council 
Chamber while the Council was in ses- 

gion during the afternoon, but as far 
as could be learned there were no gath- 
erings of importance elsewhere. 
ARRIVALS FROM THE EAST. 

The. gang of over a hundred unem- 
ployed» who left Colton Monday night 
arrived at the San Fernando-street 
depot yesterday morning about 11:30 
o'clock, Part of the gang got off the 
train at the tower at the Santa Fe 
crossing, but the police had _ been 
warned, and ‘these men were kept to- 
gether as much as possible. Another 
detachment of police were at the San 
Fernando-street yards, and kept the 
men together, refusing to allow them 
to leave the yards. This gang was 
regularly; organized, having a captain, 
and also policemen of their own, who 
had been provided with stars. These 
men claimed that they would not per- 
mit any of their number to commit 
depredations, and said that if any man 
showed a disposition to cause a dis- 
turbance, or to steal, he would be 
promptly ‘‘fired out’’ and turned 
to the authorities. The capta said 
that his crowd had co t h from 
San Antonio, Tex., and were on their 
way to San Francisco, where he 
claimed that some of them already 
had jobs awaiting them. At San trau- 
cisco they would disband and the men 

~ could get ‘work as best they could. 
He said that there were some profes- 
sional tramps in the crowd, but insisted 
that the majority of them were bona 
fide workingmen, and that they would 
work if they got a chance.

' were unable to prevent the men com- 
ing, as there was only a train crew of 
five or six men to oppose them. This 
was agreed to by the sergeant, but he 
said that he did not feel justified in 
‘taking the men ‘off the train. There 
was some further talk, and, after a de- 
tention of about an hour, the conduc- 
tor was notified by the railroad au- 
thorities to pull out, and take the 
crowd, which he did. It was stated 
that quite a number of the men were 
the same who passed through this city 
some months ago east-bound. 

Chief Glass says he wanted it to be 
understood that no more of these gangs 
of men will be allowed to come. into 
the city. There is no work here for 
them, and they may as well stay away. 
They will not be fed here.

Passenger Rates Will Go Up on 
the First. 


The Vanderbilts and Standard Oil Company 
to Make a Big Combine—Gencral 
and Lecal Railroad 
Notes. 


Transccntinental passenger rates are 
to be restored. The prediction made in 
this paper yesterday morning was con- 
firmed at noon by official information. 
General Passenger Agent Goodman, of 
the Southern Pacific, wired the Santa 
Fe general passenger department here 
that the obnoxious circular preventing 
the latter road selling through tickets 
to San Francisco by way of Los Ange- 
les would be withdrawn, and the situa- 
tion restored to the status existing pre- 
vious to March 1. Notice ts given that 
on the 3lst inst., the passenger rates 
will be put back to the schedule in 
force before the cut that was made on 
}the Ist inst. This arrangement is: but 
a truce, to exist until May 15, pending 
a final settlement to be made in April 
between the presidents of the two 
rival roads. The travelers who want 
to save their $15 or so will have ten 
days in which to buy their tickets. 
The Southern Pacific has thus far 
conceded all the Santa Fe’s demands 
and retired from the arbitrary stand 
taken to keep through travelers out of 
Southern California. The final agree- 
ment, to be compacted by the presi- 
dents sometime in April, may be 
reach oncessions made by

RATES BAST OF THE RIVER. 

CHICAGO, March 20.—The Southern 
Pacific has withdrawn its boycott of 
the Atchison and has notified all its 
agents to accept tickets over the Atch- 
ison for .Francisco through Los 
Angeles by way of Barstow. Other 
California rates and conditions are to 
be restored March 31 to the rate in ef- 
fect prior to March 1, pending a confer- 
ence between Mr. Reinhart! of the 
Atchison and President Huntington of 
the Southern Pacific. This conference 
will be held either in New York: 
San Francisco, but it is not yet ae. 
termined. The Southern Pacific will 
abandon all side trips from San Fran- 
cisco to Los Angeles pending the con- 
ference at which the differences be- 
tween the two lines will be finally ad- 
justed. The prospect for the restora- 
tion of rates east of the Mississippi 
River is not so rosy. A meeting of the 
Western Passenger Association has 
been called for tomorrow to consider 
the matter, and Passenger Traffic Man- 
ager White of the Atchison has been 
especially invited to cdéme in and talk 
about elevating the rate.

Tolfree’s Attempt to Recover His Money— 
Orders.in the Pratt Matter. . 

J. H. Tolfree, proprietoy of the rail- 
road eating-houses at Mojave, Saugus 
and Bakersfield, is having’a hard time 
in the attempt to discover the whole 
or any ‘part of the $1000, which was 
stolen from his safe at Mojave one 
night in January of this year.
